a postmaster general who is alert to 
the demand of the West for an ade- 


quate mail service will persistently re- 


fuse to interest himself in a personal 
examination of rwing conditions, 1s 
difficult of comprehension. For three 
years every section of the country 
west of the Great Lakes has steadily 
complained of inferior postal fadili- 
ties.

THE FARM WOOD LOT. 


Lumber Sure to Become More Vaiu- 


able As Time Passes. 


Since wood for ever? purpose is sure 
to become more valuable os time pass- 
cat it is worth while for the farsighted 
farmer to see to it now that his wood 
lot is so handled as to yield the largest 
possible supply oi this slow growing 
erop. 

‘ne followine suggestions regard 
ing the management of the farm wood 
lot have been compiled from the pub- 
lications of the experiment stations 
| and of the forest service. The farmer 


mind his titiumphant ren- | should aim to maintain and if pos 


sible improve the value of his wood 
lot while using it.-Too often it deter- 
jorates under use. If he cuts the best 
trees or those which are easiest -to 
work up, he leaves the weed trees, as 
foresters. call them—that is, the us-- 
less trees, which erowd ovt and dis- 
place good trees—to reproduce. 

One aim should be kept up, and that 
is to inerense the supply of the kinds 
of-trees which it pays best to gréw. 
While a large part of the product of 
the wood lot will. generally be fire- 
wood, it will pay the farmer better to 
| grow as large a product as possible 
ot railrond ties. telegraph and _tele- 
| phone poles and saw logs. 

A High Quality of Product. 

A high quality of product will de- 
pend not only upon the kinds of trees. 
but on the size of the trees. A large 
tree is. worth much. nore nroportion- 
| ately than a small tree b ot 
| the better quality of its product. 
| The farmer shonld alwavs see to it 
| that his lend is folly stocked. 
Before a Tree Is Cut.

The farmer should cut his trees 30 
as to benelit the forest. The branchy, 
wide spreading tree, the crooked tree 
or the tree of a kind which is not like- 
ly to prove salable is the best for him 
te cut when he is getting out his sup- 
ply of firewood. this gives room for 
the better trees near by to grow, as 
well as onening the ground for repry 
duction. Before a tree is cut lit should 
be noted what trees will take advant- 
age of the ent. Care should be taken 
in cutting to do as little harm to 
young growth (often regarded as 
brush) as possib!'>. 


NURSERY NOTES. 


The firstborn is fortunately born if 
his young mother has wisely resolved 
to go slowly with infant theories and 
fee} her way carefully and never go to 
extremes. 

For the first week or two the child 
requires but slight attention, He must | 
be bathed, dressed, fed and kept warm. 
Otherwise, for the most part, he is best | 
| when left alone, gradually to learn that 
he is alive and make use of his organs 
and senses.
